bruises or perhaps inadequate food, clothing or unsanitary 
home conditions. 


It's not a story about somebody else, someplace else. 
It happens every month in Lancaster County. 
And, authorities .fear, the number of child abuse cases is 


on the increase. Most, like Carol Yoakum of the county 
welfare office, admit it's hard to know if child abuse is rising 
in Lincoln. But, she says, she has a "gut feeling" that it is 
because of an increase in the number of serious cases. 


Since figures started being compiled in 1973, there have 


been 2.335 cases of reported or suspected child abuse in the 
state, with 744 in Lancaster County alone. From January 
through May 31, there have been 103 cases reported in Lan- 
caster County, according to Don Moul of the Department of 
Public Welfare. 


Only about one-fifth of the actual number of child abuse 


and neglect cases are reported, Moul said, if national figures 
are right. 


- New Reporting System 


A new reporting system will start in July which will give 


state officials a clearer picture of the problem. 


"We've only begun to scratch the surface," he said. 
Only about 20% of the cases result in criminal action 


against the parent or another adult involved, Moul said. 


Some of the abuses are severe enough for the Lancaster 


County attorney's office to file criminal charges. 


In the case of the 7-month old baby girl, charges were filed 


last year against the mother and her boyfriend. Charges were 
filed against the father of the baby boy. 


Another case is pending against a woman who allegedly 


threw her stepson into a door. He was hospitalized with a , 
broken leg and collarbone and numerous bruises, according to 
police reports.

deputy county attorney.

Sometimes, authorities say, 
the child is a scapegoat, a whipping boy, an outlet for a 
parent's marital, job or personal frustrations.

parent does not have realistic expectations about what a child 
can do or will do."

• The President hopes to win agreement from 
the other industrial powers on a go-slow ap- 
proach to economic growth in years ahead. 


Ford said in his opening statement that the

"far more significant than the differences 
which arise among us from time to time."

Such im- 
proved cooperation ."can contribute to the 
well-being of our citizens and to a more secure 
and prosperous world," he said. 


He warned against expecting dramatic 


results from the Puerto Rican summit, which 
is a followup to the first world economic sum- 
mit conference, held in Rambouillet, France, 
last November. 


He said such meetings "are part of an essen- 


tial and continuing... effort by the leaders of 
key industrialized democracies to address 
common problems and to improve mutual un- 
derstanding."

Schmidt is expected to back the U.S. position, 
which is based on a fear that efforts toward 
rapid stimulation of economies would set off a 
new round of disastrous inflation in industrial 
nations. 


Although most major nations have 


succeeded in sharply reducing inflation rates, 
Britain and Italy are considered two major 
trouble spots where prices continue spiraling 
upward at double digit levels. 


U.S. officials say privately they will bring 


pressure on the Italian and British delegations 
here to take new efforts .to control inflation, 
even if it means cutting back on expenditures 
'on domestic programs.

Ag Engineering Said Growing Field

For Roger Castenson, 


engineering means "taking 
problems and making oppor- 
tunities out of them." 


Castenson, of St. Joseph, 


Mich., is public relations officer 
for the American Society of 
Agricultural Engineers (ASAE), 
meeting this week in Lincoln. 
Agricultural engineering is a 
growing field, Castenson said, 
because of the pressing need for 
new technology in food produc- 
tion. 


If the world doesn't develop 


that technology, "we'll nave a 
lot of starving people on our 
hands — even in the U.S.," he 
said. 


Castenson predicts that farm 


machinery may someday run on 
hydrogen, or even 'tide over the 


fields magnetically." Soon coal 
gasification and oil shale will be 
producing new fuels for fanners, 
he said. 


Farms themselves will be the 


source of new fuels. "Khaff" — 
a plant similar to sugarcane — 
can be chopped up and burned 
to fuel power plants. Methane 
gas can be derived from cow 
manure.. 


"I don't think we'll ever run 


out of energy," Castenson said. 
"We just have to develop new 
forms of energy." 


Solar energy is being used on 


some farms for in-bin drying of 
grain, with better results than 
conventional methods, he said. 


Engineers have even studied 


•the feasibility of returning to 
horses as a power source But it 
would take "acres of food" to 
maintain those animals — a 


"very inefficient" process. 


Irrigation is another major 


concern, Castenson said, 
because so many places on earth 
are losing water. Engineers are 
developing an irrigation system 
which would give each plant 
exactly the amount of water it 
needs. 


A similar system has been 


created for barn-fed dairy cattle. 
-A computer determines the 
exact food formula for each 
cow's needs, and metes it out 
electronically. 


One of the most dramatic 


research efforts is the attempt to 
increase plants' photosynthetic 
efficiency (the ability to use 
sunlight for growth). Doubling 
the efficiency would double crop 
yields. But "that is still in the • 
dream stage. 


Increasing farm productivity 


has been the main theme of the 
ASAE in recent years, according 
to president S. S. DeForest The 
society has sent copies of papers 
on this subject to legislators in 
every state. 


Deforest, an agricultural 


engineer for U.S. Steel Corp. in 
Pittsburgh, said research in 
agricultural engineering is 
preceding at twice the pace of 
other engineering fields. 


Nebraska has played a key role 


in developing agricultural 
engineering, said Jim Butt, 
executive secretary of the socie- 
ty. The first school of 
agricultural engineering was 
started by a Nebraskan. Dr. J. B. 
Davidson, at Iowa State Univer- 
sity. Davidson was the first 
president of the ASAE.

reporter asked Carter's reaction to the Sunday 
school lesson that Christians should respect and 
obey civil authorities because they were in- 
stituted by God. 


"The lesson this morning taught very clearly 


that a Christian's duty ... is to obey the civil 
authorities," Carter responded, adding that a dis- 


tinction should be drawn "when a public servant.

"At that point, it's the responsibility of a

"this year seems to be meeting with less

he is getting, the President should drop the

Last week committees advising the 


UiS. Public Health Services said that after 
(Sihsidering results of the first human tests 
with swine flu vaccine they see no reason 
to change plans to immunize the entire 
adult population. The new vaccines appear 
safe and effective so far as adults are con- 
cerned. But the committees said more 
research is needed before they can recom- 
rtiend vaccinating children and young 
adults. Apparently the vaccines which yield 


_the best results in immunizing against 
^Swine flu also cause the most severe side 
^effects among children and young adults. 
~ 
The experts are confident, however, 


•«that a safe and effective vaccine can be 
"found for children, although the immunua- 
:"tion program for children will probably 
«have to begin later than the fall start for 
Sadult immunization. That only makes 
£sense; a safe vaccine must be found for all 


segments of the population — especially 
those in the high-risk category. 


It isn't difficulty in finding safe and 


effective vaccines for everybody which 
prompts a look at the immunization 
program, however. 


It is the resistance — some justified to 


some extent and some not — with which 
the proposal has been met from the outset. 


Ford had no sooner suggested a mass 


immunization'program than some in the 
medical profession said that it wasn't 
needed because there was little evidence to 
support the fear of a nationwide epidemic. 
Some public health officials and some out- 
side the medical field charged the Presi- 
dent with playing election year politics by 
coming up with a grandstand play in a vital 
field; health, after all, is on everybody's 
mind. Some drug companies and some 
physicians want immunity from lawsuit in 
case of adverse reactions to the vaccine. 
And some physicians have suggested that 
they really don't have the time to ad- 
minister the vaccine. 


Perhaps swine flu was not the proper 


diesease to test the nation's capacity for 
mass response to a health threat. 


But it makes one wonder whether a 


safe and effective vaccine for cancer, for 
example, could ever be efficiently and 
quickly delivered once produced.

But perhaps it doesn't relish the 


political aspects of coming to grips with 
such a knotty problem. 


' Last week Councilman Max Denney 


said he is ready for city government to 
withdraw entirely from liquor license 
matters and let the liquor commission han- 
dle licensing entirely on its own, without

The council might as well officially 


throw in the towel. It has done so in effect 
by sticking to an unrealistic policy — the 
inflexible ceiling — which the commission 
no longer honors.

Even Amintore Fanfani, presi- 
dent of the Christian Democratic 
Party, told William Randolph 
Hearst Jr., editor-in-chief of the 
Hearst newspapers, in Rome on 
June 3 that the Communists and 
left-wing Socialist Party might 
win an absolute majority. The 
next day Ambassador Volpe ex- 
pressed to Mr. Hearst and this 
writer his confidence that the 
Communist-Socialist combina- 
tion would not gain a majority 
and that the Christian 
Democrats would get more votes 
than the Communists. 


The former secretary of 


transportation and two-time 
governor of Massachusetts right- 
ly predicted the Communist Par- 
ty would probably poll about 
34% of the vote. Volpe said he 
was convinced that when it came 
to the issue of the Communists 
participating in the government, 
a majority of the Italian people 
would vote against it 


The prospects for Italy do not, 


however, appear bright as a 
result of the elections. Political 


Instability Is likely to continue 
and it may prove necessary to 
hold another general election 
before the end of next year.

President Giovanni Leone will 


undoubtedly call on the Chris- 
tian Democratic Party to try to 
form another coalition govern- 
ment. The CDP's only hope of 
getting a working majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies is to bring 
the left-wing Socialists, the 
Social Democrats (the more 
moderate Socialists) and the 
conservative Independents back 
into the government. 


It was the left-wing Socialists 


who precipitated the general 
elections a year ahead of time by 
withdrawing last June from the 
center-left government in 
protest against the CDP's 
austerity program and its refusal 
to take more radical action.on 
social issues, especially abortion. 
The Socialist Party paid dearly 
for this mistake. It suffered 
severe losses, and will have less 
than 10% of the seats in the 
Chamber of Deputies.

The CDP leaders said before 


the election they would not, un- 
der any circumstances, bring the 
Communists into the govern- 
ment. They will, however, need 
the support of the Communist 
Party to curb excessive union 
wage demands and implement 
an austerity program to control 
the present runaway inflation. 


Enrico Berlinguer, leader of 


the Communist Party, said the 
election results supported his 
call for an "historic com- 
promise" with the Christian 
Democrats^ To obtain the sup- 
port of the Communists in 
parliament, it is virtually certain 
the CDP will have to give the 
Communist Party veto power 
over major domestic, if not 
foreign policies. Even though 
they remain outside the govern- 
ment, the Communists are 
bound to play an increasingly 
important role in Italy's political 
life.

The outcome of the elections 
was also a tribute to the wisdom 
of U.S. Ambassador John Volpe. 
Many political observers 
thought the Communists would 
emerge from the elections as the 
leading political party in Italy. 
Even Amintore Fanfani, presi­ 
dent of the Christian Democratic 
Party, told William Randolph 
Hearst Jr., editor-in-chief of the 
Hearst newspapers, in Rome on 
June 3 that the Communists and 
left-wing Socialist Party might 
win an absolute majority. The 
next day Ambassador Volpe ex­ 
pressed to Mr. Hearst and this 
writer his confidence that the 
Communist-Socialist 
combina­ 
tion would not gain a majority 
and that the Christian 
Democrats would get more votes 
than the Communists. 
The former secretary of 
transportation and two-time 
governor of Massachusetts right­ 
ly predicted the Communist Par­ 
ty would probably poll about 
34% of the vote. Volpe said he 
was convinced that when it came 
to the issue of the Communists 
participating in the government, 
a majority of the Italian people 
would vote against it.

The prospects for Italy do not, 
however, appear bright as a 
result of the elections. Political 


instability is likely to continue 
and it may prove necessary to 
hold another general election 
before the end of next year.

President Giovanni Leone will 
undoubtedly call on the ( hris- 
tian Democratic Party to try to 
form another coalition govern­ 
ment The CDP’s only hope of 
getting a working majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies is to bring 
the left-wing Socialists, the 
Social Democrats (the more 
moderate Socialists) and the 
conservative Independents back 
into the government. 
It was the left-wing Socialists 
who precipitated the general 
elections a year ahead of time by 
withdrawing last June from the 
center-left government in 
protest against the CDP’s 
austerity program and its refusal 
to take more radical action on 
social issues, especially abortion. 
The Socialist Party paid dearly 
for this mistake. It suffered 
severe losses, and will have less 
than 10% of the seats in the 
Chamber of Deputies.

The CDP leaders said before 
the election they would not, un­ 
der any circumstances, bring the 
Communists into the govern­ 
ment. They will, however, need 
the support of the Communist 
Party to curb excessive union 
wage demands and implement 
an austerity program to control 
the present runaway inflation. 


Enrico Berlinguer, leader of 
the Communist Party, said the 
election results supported his 
call for an “ historic com­ 
promise" with the Christian 
Democrats To obtain the sup­ 
port of the Communists in 
parliament, it is virtually certain 
the CDP will have to give the 
Communist Party veto power 
over major domestic, if not 
foreign policies. Even though 
they remain outside the govern­ 
ment. the Communists are 
bound to play an increasingly 
important role in Italy’s political 
hie.

Since I started my employment with the 
Lincoln Board of Education nine years ago, I have seen plenty of 
destruction. It would and should shock any taxpayer. 
In the first senior high school where 1 worked, it was not un­ 
usual to find writing and painting on any and all plaster walls 
and desks, plaster knocked off of corners and walls, electrical 
switch plates removed, causing blown fuses, public pay phones 
broken into, badly damaged and broken window and door glass, 
granite bathroom partitions, toilet stools, mirrors, hallway 
lockers, doors, paper towel and toilet paper boxes bent and 
broken. 
One day we were asked what to do with all the broken 
desks Forty-six broken desks had had to be removed, and they 
were valued at over $40 per desk 
At 4he next school, it was much the same, only worse There 
was more stealing, such as a completely reconditioned car 
motor, large hallway fire extinguishers, tools, equipment and 
nearly anything valuable that was loose. Thirteen good 
bathroom mirrors were shot out, hallway water fountains 
broken, bathroom ceiling and walls smoked up by fire in a large 
wastepaper basket. Electric typewriters costing $600 to replace 
needed constant repair Outside park lights were broken and 
shot out, a Mona Lisa statue was badly damaged and many other 
problems. 
What about the alleged fire-bombing at Pius X High School 
that caused so much damage to office and surrounding rooms? 
How about all the window glass shot out of schools all over Lin­ 
coln? 
Figures compiled showed the cost of repairs or replacing 
damaged property for schools at $11,000 for 1974 This climbed 
to $20,000 in 1975 What will it be for 19769 The school system 
collected only $1,200 to pay for all this damage. 
Taxpayers would need only to follow an average custodian 
around his work area for a few days to assure there there would 
never be a state school aid bill passed 
It s sad to say but we just may have schooled too many of 
our young people in the wrong direction. 
Let’s start enforcing school laws, regulations or rules — or 
do we have any9 If not, let s get some.

Drug To Combat Cancer

A recent article in the news tells of 16 men indicted for 
smuggling Laetnle into the United States. The food and drug 
agents want us to think these indicted men are criminals and 
crooks, when they have been the life-saving force for thousands 
of cancer victims. 
The Food and Drug Administration has banned the use of 
this non-toxic vitamin known as B-17 or Amydaim because they 
say it is useless as a cancer treatment Thousands of lives have 
been saved by this Laetrile treatment. However, it seems their 
testimony doesn’t count. 
Cancer patients dole out from $12 billion to $14 billion year­ 
ly for orthodox cancer treatments and billions have been given 
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to the American Cancer Institute for research but still more 
than 1,000 cancer victims die daily in the United States. It seems 
as if money is spent on finding out what causes cancer but they 
don’t seem to want to know what can prevent and control it. 
Although it is used in 24 countries, the authorities refused to 
have it tested on humans when the McNaughton Foundation of 
San Diego made an application for experimentation. 
Dr. Dean Burke of California, recently retired from the 
American Cancer Institute, says: “ Laetrile is being blocked by a 
few bureaucrats, not for logical, scientific, or medical but for 
political reasons. They're sitting on the knee of the American 
Cancer Society and the American Medical Association.” 
So many favorable reports have come to Washington about 
Laetnle that Rep. Steve Symms of Idaho with the support of 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey and Sen Edward Kennedy has in­ 
troduced the bill, HR i2573 for legalizing Laetnle 
I urge Star readers to write these senators m support of this 
bill.

Terrain Delays Viking Landing 


Pasadena, Calif. (AP) - Turned 


back by dangeroui craters, knobf and 
pitted terrain, scientists Sunday 
delayed the scheduled July 4 bicenten- 
nial landing of Viking 1 on the Martian 
surface, possibly for several weeks. 


A search began for alternative lan- 


ding sites. 


Viking Project Manager James Mar- 


tin said recent pictures of the primary 
landing site showed the area to "have 
too many unknowns and it could be 
too hazardous" to risk a landing 
without first investigating alternative 
-ites. 


From the beginning, scientists at 


Jet Propulsion Laboratory stressed 
there would be flexibility in choosing a 
landing date: They said the bicenten- 
nial touchdown target was set because 
of a fortunate conjunction between 
celestial circumstances and earthly 
considerations. 


The alternative area that now most 


interest! scientists Is a river basin 
about 300 miles northwest of the 
original landing site, still within the 
general touchdown region of Chryse. 
The alternative site is called Chryse 
Phoenicia. 


The Viking team believes Chryse 


Phoenicia to be an area of gently 
rolling sand dunes, possibly the 
deposit basin of a huge Martian river 
filled with fine materials carried 
downstream. 


The next crucial decision will be 


made on Wednesday, when scientists 
will judge from the newest pictures 
whether a landing is feasible. If so, the 
touchdown could take place as early as 
July 8. 
- 


However, Martin said the terrain on 


Chryse Phoenicia may also appear too 
hazardous, in which case the team 
would begin studying another alter- 


native landing region — Trltonls 
Lacus — about 4,000 miles east of 
Chryse. 


In that case, the landing could be 


delayed until as late as the first week 
in August. 


If such a delay occurs, the project 


team would have to hold off landing 
while it tries to put Viking 2 - now 
more than 5 million miles from the 
planet — into orbit. It is conceivable, 
scientists said, that the two identical 
spacecraft would be circling the planet 
simultaneously. 


The forboding nature of the primary 


landing site had become more obvious 
in the last few days as details in 
photographs transmitted by Viking 1 
. came in more clearly. The more close- 


ly scientists looked at Chryse, the 
more dangerous it seemed.

Study Cites Industry

Omaha (AP) — Authorities estimated Sunday 


that Saturday's tornadoes and wind in Omaha's' 
western outskirts struck about 35 homes and 15 
businesses. 


About 23 persons were treated for injuries at 


Omaha hospitals. 


They said an accurate estimate of property 


damage will not be known for several days. 


Residents and volunteers started repairs and 


carried possessions to temporary living quarters 
and Red Cross officials were assisting. 


Damage was heaviest in southwestern subur- 


ban Omaha areas. Boys Town also was hit, as was 
the Kraft Chevrolet Co. in northwest Omaha. 


The Omaha Public Power District said all 


power was restored Sunday. 


In Omaha itself, there was little except 


damaged trees and power lines down, according 
to Eugene Brailey, assistant to Mayor Edward 
Zorinsky.

The hardest hit residential area was the

Streets. Business damage was most extensive in 
the Comhusker Industral Park along West Center 
Road between 152nd and 160th Streets. 


Two student cottages under construction were 


heavily damaged, the roof of a storage warehouse 
was torn off and a trailer 'tipped over at Boys 
Town.

Help Avoid Fish Bones

For those who don't like fish because of its

solve themselves, according to Liz Huff, 
publications editor of the State Game and Parks 
Commission. 


Carp, which is famous for its many bones, is 


"excellent pickled," and tastes like salmon when 
it's canned, she said. 


"Pressure canning is as good a way to fix 


carp as any," she said, noting that the bones are 
eliminated and it can be used as a substitute for 
the expensive salmon. 


The simple process involves cutting the fish 


in chunks, precooking it slightly to bring out the 
flavor, putting it in jars and then in the pressure 
canner for processing. 


Pickling fish is another relatively-easy 


process, according to Ms. Huff, while the ancient 
process of smoking fish is one of the easiest ways 
to prepare fish. 


However, the key is in the brining, she says. 
After brining, thejength of time the fish_is 


left in the smoker depends upon many factors: 
thickness of the fish chunks, how heavily loaded 
the smoker may be and the outside temperature. 


Commercial or homemade smokers may be 


used, according to Ms. Huff, who notes that they 
may be made from old refrigerators and freezers, 
garbage cans or other 50-gallon drums. 


Uz Huffs Brine Recipe 


10 Ibs. fish 
2 qts. water 
¥2 cup white sugar 
Vz cup brown sugar 
'1 cup rock salt 
1 cup pickling salt 


Dissolve salt and sugar in the water and put 


thoroughly washed fish in the mixture. (Solution 
should be in crock or plastic container). 


Leave fish in brine for from 4 to 8 hours 


depending upon desired degree of saltiness. 
Wash fish thoroughly. 


Air-dry fish for about one hour after 


removing from brine. 


Place fish in smoker. 


Pickled Carp 


2 qts. carp, filleted and cut in pieces 
2 cups salt 
1 qt. white vinegar 
Vt cup salt 
2 cups sugar 
1 onion, sliced 
% box pickling spice • 
1 qt. water

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Filleting Your Catch Helps 
Preserve Fresh Fish Flavor

Freshly-caught fish — whether from a 


rushing brook, a lake or the sea—is, to many, the 
best of good summer-time eating. 


However, when you're on a weekend fishing 


trip some 200 miles from home, you need to have 
some means for taking care of the fish until you 
can get if home and into the refrigerator or 
freezer. 
r. 


Fresh fish tastes best if cleaned and eaten as 


soon as possible, so the longer fish can be kept 
alive on a stringer in the water, the better. 


But once the fish is dead, it should be cleaned 


immediately to prevent deterioration which oc- 
curs when fish are exposed to warm air. 


Cleaning fish promptly also preserves fish 


flavor, and light washing and chilling will insure 
retention of juices and flavor. 


Keep On Ice 


Fish on ice will keep for some time and 


experts warn that the fish should be kept on ice 
rather than ice water. Often if the fish is kept in 
ice water for any length of time before it is 
frozen, it becomes mushy. 


If two days or more will elapse before you 


can get your catch home, an attempt should be 
made to get the fish frozen. 
' 
Dry ice may be used, but care should be 


taken to wrap the fish carefully so it doesn't touch 
the ice itself! 


Fish may be frozen in a variety of forms or 


cuts: 


—Whole — as they come from the water. 
—Drawn — whole fish with entrails 


removed. 


—Dressed or pan-dressed — whole fish with 


scales and entrails removed, usually with head, 
tail and fins removed. 


—Steaks — cross-section slices from large 


dressed fish. 


—Fillets — sides of the fish, cut lengthwise 


away from the backbone 


Filleting fish is the neatest and quickest way 


to prepare the fish and also conserves storage 
space when trying to keep the fish on ice when 
refrigeration is not immediately available. 


According to Lowell Johnson of the Nebraska 


Game and Parks Commission, it is best to use a 
filleting knife but any thin narrow-bladed knife 
will do. 


Demonstrated Method 


Below is the step-by-step procedure as 


demonstrated by Johnson at a meeting sponsored 
by the Lancaster County Extension Office: 


—Make the first cut just behind the gills and 


slice down to the bone. 


—Without removing blade, turn it and slice 


straight along the backbone to the tail, cutting the 
fillet away from the rest of the fish. 


—After slicing the fillet off at the tail, turn 


the fish over and repeat the procedure on the 
other side. 


—Remove the rib section by inserting the 


blade dose to rib bones and slicing entire section 
away. (This should be done before skin is 
removed to keep waste to a minimum). 


—Remove the skin from each fillet by inser- 


ting knife at tail and cutting meat from the skin. 


—Lightly wash fillets to preserve tasty juices 


and keep meat in its firm natural state. 


Fillets and fish steaks should be given a 30- 


second dip in a salt water solution before wrap- 
ping and freezing. A suggested solution is 2/3 cup 
of salt to one gallon of water. 


ShMU Wrap Fish 


Fish, like other meats, should be wrapped for 


freezing in moisture-vapor-resistant coverings to 
make the package air-tight and to prevent drying. 


Two layers of waxed paper should be placed 


between steaks and fillets so that individual 
frozen pieces can be separated easily. 


Fish should then be wrapped in freeaer paper 


and placed in the freezer. The packages should be 
spread with recommended maximum storage 
period being between six and nine months. / 


Frozen fish, fillets and steaks may be cooked 


as if they were in the unfrozen form, but ad- 
ditional cooking time must be allowed. 


When fish are to be breaded and fried, or 


stuffed, it is more convenient to thaw them first 
to make handling easier. 


Fish should be thawed in its original wrap- 


ping in the refrigerator; for best results, it should 
be cooked immediately after thawing.

Each of the 13 river basins will have a policy 
advisory committee, Williamson said, consisting 
of chief elected officials from local governments, 
citizens whose interests are affected by the clean 
water effort and NRC members. 
Each committee will be responsible for 
examining data provided by water resources 
professionals reflecting local concerns and for es­ 
tablishing priorities for specific programs. 
“We hope to have these important local 
groups organized by mid-July, and I cannot 
overemphasize their significance,” Williamson 
said.

Authority to distribute $25 
million this summer was in­ 
advertently left out of legislation 
adopted by the 1976 Nebraska 
Legislature 
The attorney 
general's office has told Lewis' 
committee that only by 
legislative action can the error 
be corrected 
However, Lewis said school 
districts will borrow the money 
if they have some assurance a 
special appropriation will be 
made in January 
Exon said he has asked the 
State Administrative Services 
Department to determine 
whether school districts can get 
along until winter He said he 
personally opposes a special 
legislative session. 


"This is always a controversial post,” Marvel 
said of the budget panel chairmanship, “ It has 
always been a tough spot, and after all these years 
criticism doesn’t bother me or threaten me at all. 
It’s part of the job.” 


Marvel, 58, says he has not decided whether he 
will run for the chairmanship of the Ap­ 
propriations Committee again, a job he has held 
since 1961. He also says that he has not decided 
whether to consider a bid for the speakership. 


“ No one has approached me about any kind 
of deal or vote trading,” Marvel said in reference 
to the past rumors about making him speaker to 
open the budget committee slot. “ It wouldn’t do 
them any good. I don’t operate that way and I 


never have.” 
The Legislature often has been criticized by 
Gov. J. J. Exon for its spending policies. So some 
members of the Legislature blame Marvel for not 
being able to hold his colleagues in check when 
the budget is amended on the floor. 


"Of course they do,” Marvel said. 


"But if you look at the record over the years, 
it has been good. We have lost some battles, but 
the majority of the committee recommendations 
have been upheld," Marvel said. 


Marvel also acknowledges that some question 
whether he provides the Legislature with enough 
leadership on budget matters — and whether a 
"get tough" approach on his part would help the 
image of the Legislature in the public eye. 


"That goes back to something people told me 
during my campaign for governor — that I should 
get tougher, be meaner,” Marvel said He carried 
the Republican banner against Exon in 1974. 


"All I can say is that I’m me and I'm not 
going to create a manufactured front, and start 
ranting and hollering. 


‘ I've gone through some pretty tough 
sessions and after all of it I still think that when 
you're sent down here you have to prove two 
things. 


"First, your integrity. That is not out of style. 


"The other is to prove that you can take the 
heat," Marvel said.

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Poll: Kissinger Keeps High Rating

Although he has become a 


target of intense political 
criticism in the contest for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger continues to be highly 
regarded by the American peo- 
ple, with a 55-38% majority 
giving him a positive job rating. 
White Kissinger scored a higher 
rating, 63-31%, last September, 
his current standing is almost 
identical with the 57-37% 
positive marks he received back 
in May 1975. 


By 52-24%, a majority is also 


opposed to President Ford 
removing Kissinger as secretary 
of state. Those who view 
themselves as conservatives op- 
pose his removal by 48-28%. 
Even Republican and indepen- 
dent voters backing Ronald 
Reagan for the White House are 
opposed to taking Kissinger off 
the job by a narrow 41-39%. 


During the Texas Republican 


primary in May, some political 
analysts reported that Secretary 
Kissinger's trip to Africa, during 
which he announced a new U.S. 
policy favoring black rule where 
blacks are in a majority, had 
hurt President Ford. However, 
by 62-15%, a sizable majority of 
the American people supports 
such a U.S. African policy. Even

in the deep South, a narrow 39- 
35% plurality backs it, as do' 
Reagan supporters nationally by 
a 55-25% majority. 


On another key point of 


criticism, a 47-33% plurality 
nationwide does not think 
Kissinger has been "too soft in 
his handling of relations with 
Russia." However, by 57-32% 
Reagan backers do concur with 
the charge, as do conservatives 
by a close 42-39%. 


By and large, Kissinger 


receives favorable marks on 
most key dimensions of foreign 
policy: 


— On "working for peace in 


the world," a 67-28% majority 
gives him a positive rating. This 
judgment has scarcely changed 
in the past year. 


— On "handling relations with 


China/" Kissinger is given 58- 
31% positive marks, slightly 
higher than for the previous 12 
months. 


- On "working to achieve a 


lasting peace in the Middle 
East," the secretary's rating is 
55-37% positive, down from a 
high of 61-30% last September. 


- On "handling relations with 


Western allies," he scons 49- 
36% positive, down slightly over 
the past six months. 


There are some areas in which 


Kissinger receives negative 
marks from the public: 


— On "handling relations with 


Congress," he is given a negative 
rating of 52-34%. This latest 
reading marks a slight improve- 
ment over the 59-32% negative 
standing he had on dealing with 
Congress last February, but it is 
still highly negative. 


— On "getting the Russians to 


live up to agreements," a 50-35% 
majority is critical of Secretary 
Kissinger. 


— On "negotiating an arms 


agreement with the Russians," 
he comes up with a 43-39% 
negative rating. 


The Harris Survey recently 


asked a cross section of 1,481 
adults nationwide: "Do you 
favor or oppose President Ford 
removing Henry Kissinger as 
secretary of State?"

On another key point of 
criticism, a 47-33% plurality 
nationwide does not think 
Kissinger has been “ too soft in 
his handling of relations with 
Russia." However, by 57-32% 
Reagan backers do concur with 
the charge, as do conservatives 
by a close 42-39%. 


— On “ handling relations with 
Congress," he is given a negative 
rating of 52-34%. This latest 
reading marks a slight improve­ 
ment over the 59-32% negative 
standing he had on dealing with 
Congress last February, but it is 
still highly negative. 


By and large, Kissinger 
receives favorable marks on 
most key dimensions of foreign 
policy: 


— On “getting the Russians to 
live up to agreements,” a 50-35% 
majority is critical of Secretary 
Kissinger. 


On the new U.S. policy in 
Africa, the Harris Survey asked 
the cross section: “Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger an­ 
nounced a new policy of the 
United States favoring black rule 
in African countries where the 
blacks are in a majority. Do you 
favor or oppose that policy?’’

Nevertheless, the only invader in recent years to capture a 


major Omaha race was the Timberland Stable's Stonewalk, who 
won last year's $107,800 Cornhusker Handicap. 


Another Try 


Stonewalk's connections were smarter .than most — the 4-year- 


old colt was shipped bee two weeks before the Cornhusker. By 
race time, he had several workouts over the track, was familiar 
with his surroundings and the track and was fully rested.

statement released here that he would follow 
Kuhn's order to use the men "in a normal fash- 
ion."

Blue had been sold to the New York Yankees 


for $1.5 million, while Fingers and Rudi had been 
purchased by the Boston Red Sox for |1.5 million 
each. 


Kuhn voided the deal, then ordered Finley to 


use the three players. The owner refused. 


On Friday, the A's players voted—without a 


dissenting vote—to strike if Manager Chuck 
Tanner did not use the disputed players. Prior to 
Finley's capitulation Sunday, the players again 
took a vote which reportedly came out 13-9 in fa- 
vor of a walkout U the players were forced to con- 
tinue on the bench.

Al Unser Streaks To Schaefer Victory 


MOUNT POCONO, Pa. (AP) - Al Unser, his 


sleek blue and white Cosworth-powered Parnelli 
clearly the fastest on the track, made up nearly 
two laps lost because of a long pit stop and a 
shredded tire, then roared on to decisive victory 
in Sunday's $400,000 Schaefer 500. 


An apparent record crowd of about 120,000 


watched Unser's relentless charge in the sixth an- 
nual edition of the Indianapolis car Triple 
Crown race, the first 500-miler in the series to be 
run without rain interference since 1971 The vic- 
tory, Unser's 29th in Indy cars since 1965, was 
worth an estimated $80,000. 


Second place went to Mike Mosley in an Eagle, 


less than three seconds back, followed by Wai- 
ly Dallenbach, Johnny Rutherford and Mario 


Andretti. All were on the same lap around the 
2J/i-mile Pocono International Raceway trioval 
except Andretti who ran out of fuel on the lap cir- 
cuit 


Unser unlapped himself finally at the 300-mile 


mark, then overhauled Andretti for the lead. 
Except for pit stops, the 36-year-old Unser 
managed to keep ahead of the closely bunched 
field the rest of the distance. 


Unser was in command early in the race until a 


damaging 31.5 second pit stop that put him nearly 
a full lap down. The problem was a malfunction 
in a new on-board jack system. 


Unser, who hadn't won on the circuit since 


1974, was working to make up the lost ground 
when a tire shredded into huge chunks as he was 


attempting to pass Janet Guthrie on the main 
straigthaway. 


Miss Guthrie's historic debut in a 500-mile U.S. 


Auto Club championship race turned into a flop. 
She completed 89 laps, after having made nine pit 
stops, and was almost dead last on the track. Her 
balky Vollstedt was beset by a number of 
troubles, including fuel leaks, overheating woes, 
and finally a broken gearbox. 


"I couldn't get the transmission to stay in 


fourth gear," Miss Guthrie said of the problem 
that finally did her in. 


Andretti sped in front on the start, but A.J. 


Foyt took over at lap seven and stayed in front 
until his car started to go sour at lap 18. Unser 
moved ahead then, and led all but two laps until 


the 58th circuit, when his troubles began. 


Until Unser erased his disadvantage, the lead 


was mostly a battle between Mosley and Andretti. 
Unser was able to get in front of the leaders after 
both of his difficulties, then speed around and 
make up nearly the entire 2^-mile lap when the 
pace car came on the track during caution 
periods.

"We realize that Muhammad Ali has done great things for con- 


temporary boxing but we feel he is presently showing no respect for 
the sport to which he owes absolutely everything," Sulaiman said.

Maurido Flammini of Italy drove his Formula 2 March to vic- 


tory in the 26th Rouen Grand Prix with an average speed of 112 
miles per hour. 


Italy's Riccardo Patrese drove his Toyota to victory in the 


Monza Grand Prix for Formula 3 cars, making the owner of a lucky 
lottery ticket $240,000 richer. The race was tied to the Italian 
national lottery.

Connors Leads 
U.S. Quartet 


WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 


— On sun-burnished courts like 
ice rinks, Jimmy Connors of 
Belleville, HI., led a quartet of 
Americans into the quarter-fi- 
nals of the men's singles here, 
leaving champion Arthur Ashe 
despondent and beaten on the 
sidelines. 


Joining Connors, seeded sec- 


ond behind Ashe, in the quarter- 
finals were Charles Pasarell, of 
Puerto Rico, Roscoe Tanner of 
Lookout Mountain, Tenn., and 
Vitas Gerulaitis, from Howard 
Beach, N..Y. Tanner is seeded 
seventh while the other two both 
are giant killers. 


With them in the quarter-fi- 


nals are Hie Nastase of Ro- 
mania, seeded third, Bjom Borg 
of Sweden, seeded fourth, 
Guillermo Vilas of Argentina, 


. seeded sixth, and Raul Ramirez 


of Mexico, ranked eighth. 


The fourth round belonged to 


Gerulaitis, an ebullient young- 
ster who beat Ashe Saturday, 4- 
6, 8-9, 64, 6-3, 64 in a gruelling 
duel that lasted nearly three 
hours in the sun on an outside 
court. It was the first time 
Gerulaitis had beaten the Miami 
star in four matches— and the 
first time in three starts he had 
ever got beyond the first round 
at Wimbledon. 


Connois—a self-confessed re- 


formed character after losing his 
title to Ashe last year—de- 
stroyed Stan Smith in a center 
court battle of ex-champions. 
Smith had won the title in 1972, 
but Saturday he was no match 
for Connois, who won 64,6-1,6- 
3. 


All together, in the four 


rounds he has played so far this 
year. Connois has dropped only 
29 games. 


Almost as impressive on his 


way to the quarter-finals has 
been Nastase. Saturday he had 
some initial trouble in breaking 
down Onny Parun of New Zea- 
land, but after getting the first 
set 7-5, he produced forceful and 
accurate tennis to take the next 
two 64. 6-3. 


Tanner relies on his service to 


pound his opponents into sub- 
mission. It wasn't working too 
well Saturday, but Tanner was 
still too good for Nikki Pilic of 
Yugoslavia and won 6-3,6-4,64. 


Charlie Pasarell, from Puerto 


Rico, seems to believe in living 
dangerously. He pulled back 
from a two-set deficit against 
Adriano Panatta of Italy in the 
third round to come out the 
winner. Then he did the same 
Saturday against Phil Dent of 
Australia, dropping the first two 
sets 2-6, 4-6, but coming back to 
win the next three 64, 6-0, 7-5. 


Apart from Ashe and Smith, 


the other American to drop out 
Saturday was Brian Gottfried, of 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla. He was 
beaten in straight sets by Bjorn 
Borg, the young Swede who had 
been taking things quietly before 
Wimbledon this year. Borg was 
troubled by a strained groin but 
still won easily, 6-2,6-2,7-5.

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— On sun-burmshed courts like 
ice rinks, Jimmy Connors of 
Belleville, 111, led a quartet of 
Americans into the quarter-fi­ 
nals of the men’s singles here, 
leaving champion Arthur Ashe 
despondent and beaten on the 
sidelines 
Joining Connors, seeded sec­ 
ond behind Ashe, in the quarter­ 
finals were Charles Pasarell. of 
Puerto Rico. Roscoe Tanner of 
Lookout Mountain, Tenn., and 
Vitas Gerulaitis, from Howard 
Beach. N Y. Tanner is seeded 
seventh while the other two both 
are giant killers 
With them in the quarter-fi­ 
nals are Ilie Nastase of Ro­ 
mania. seeded third. Bjorn Borg 
of Sweden, seeded fourth, 
Guillermo Vilas of .Argentina, 
seeded sixth, and Raul Ramirez 
of Mexico, ranked eighth. 
The fourth round belonged to 
Gerulaitis, an ebullient young­ 
ster who beat Ashe Saturday, 4- 
6. 8-9, 6-4. 6-3. 64 in a gruelling 
duel that lasted nearly three 
hours in the sun on an outside 
court. It was the first time 
Gerulaitis had beaten the Miami 
star in four matches- and the 
first ume in three starts he had 
ever got beyond the first round 
at Wimbledon. 
Connors—a self-confessed re­ 
formed character after losing his 
title to Ashe last year—de­ 
stroyed Stan Smith in a center 
court battle of ex-champions 
Smith had won the title in 1972, 
but Saturday he was no match 
for Connors, who won 64.6-1,6- 
3. 
All together, in the four 
rounds he has played so far this 
year, Connors has dropped only 
29 games. 
Almost as impressive on his 
way to the quarter-finals has 
been Nastase Saturday he had 
some initial trouble in breaking 
down Onny Parun of New Zea­ 
land, but after getting the first 
set 7-5, he produced forceful and 
accurate tennis to take the next 
two 64. 6-3 
Tanner relies on his service to 
pound his opponents into sub­ 
mission It wasn't working too 
well Saturday, but Tanner was 
still too good for Nikki Pilie of 
Yugoslavia and won 6-3, 64, 64, 


Charlie Pasarell, from Puerto

from a two-set deficit against 
Adriano Panatta of Italy in the 
third round to come out the 
winner.

President One Of Five 
Who Have Quit System

' D: B. Varner, who unexpectedly announced 


his resignation as president of the university of 
Nebraska after nearly seven yean on the job, is 
the fifth top university administrator to leave in 
slightly more than a year. 


Qespite the turnovers, Varner said in an in- 


terview he thinks the administrative-level 
changes will subside. 


Following a closed-door, executive session, 


Varner Saturday announced his decision to 
resign, effective no later than Jan. 1,1977, at the 
Board of Regents' meeting in Lincoln. 


He said he will join the staff of the University 


of Nebraska Foundation as chairman of the board 
of directors and chief executive officer. The exact 
date for assuming his new role will depend on the 
choicfe.of a successor to Varner, but not later than 
Jan. 1: 


Ifc said he was not resigning because of dis- 


content, but rather "from the conclusion that I've 
likely"made my best contribution to the univer- 
sity.", 


',; Occasional'Element Of Abuse' 
ttaring an interview after the board meeting, 


Varner said being an administrator is exciting, 
but at times administrators suffer an "element of 
abuse once in a while." 
' 


Such positions, he said, are physically and 


emotionally demanding and turnover is 
"healthy." 


He said he made his decision to resign "in the 


last lew weeks — with my family." He said he 
was not leaving for personal or health reasons. 


"3 have come to the conclusion that the 


tenure for the chief executive of a university 
system is, of necessity, of shorter duration than 
many; university positions," he said. 
'It's time; we have it in place and it's 


working," Varner said of the university system." 
- 
Would Have Ranking 


In January 1977, Varner would have served 


the University seven years — making him the 
second-ranking U.S. university system president 
in tenure. 


University officials, state legislators, faculty 


members, the regents and Varner have in the past 
year said they hoped the rapid turnover in ad- 
ministrators would not affect the quality of 
education at the university. 


Varner said the turnovers have not hurt the 


university, and one of his considerations in 
resigning at present is that the University is "in 
goodlshape." 


But Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln said be was 


"shocked" at Varner's announcement and felt it 
"unfortunate" Varner chose to resign at a time of 
"high turnover in the university's adminiitrative 
ranks." 


Before Varner's tenure as president ends, the 


university will lose Medical Center Chancellor 
Robert Sparks and Larry Braskamp, assistant to 
the Lincoln campus chancellor. 


Others Have Reafened 


They were preceded in the past year by the 


resignation of former Lincoln Chancellor James 
Zumberge and Ouane Acher, Lincoln campus 
chancellor for the Institute of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources. 


Gov. J. James Exon said be learned of 


Varner's resignation Friday. "I was very sur- 
prised to learn of his decision," Exon said, and 
was disappointed to see Varner step down. 


William Erskine, executive vke president for 


administration, said when he came to the univer- 
sity 2Vt years ago from Colorado, Varner was one 
of the things that attracted him to the Lincoln 
campus. 


"It's a disappointment he's leaving," Erskine 


said. "He was a great portion of my inducement 
to come here. The state of Nebraska is losing 
almost a perfect man from the university — he 
fits like a glove." 


Foundation Made Efforts 


Erskine said few knew about Varner's plans 


until Friday. 


Flavel Wright, chairman of the NU 


Foundation's board, said when it was learned 
that Varner had decided to resign and was con- 
sidering alternative positions outside the state, 
every effort was made to persuade him to join the 
NU Foundation and "provide leadership for a 
major fund drive now being considered." 


Varner said he was submitting his resignation 


"under the most positive circumstances. It is not 
a matte of personal health, it is not a matter of 
pressure from any source, it is not a result of dis- 
appointment nor frustration. 


"It is simply that I believe it is time to make 


this move," he said, "and I do so with gratitude to 
the regents and the university community for 
these extremely pleasant years and with 
enthusiasm for a new opportunity to serve a un- 
iversity and the state." 


A 16-member search committee will be 


called to look for Varner's successor. The com- 
mittee is to return with the names of five to seven 
candidates by Oct. 1.

Afghan Agriculture Dean 
Spending Year At UNL 


Can methods of research, 


teaching and administration 
used at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln be applied at 
Kabul University in Afghanistan, 
halfway around the globe? 


Dr. Mohd Hashim, dean of the 


Kabul University College of 
Agriculture, believes it can. And 
he is spending a year with UNL 
animal scientists who share the 
belief that knowledge gained 
during his experience can be 
applied in a different teaching 
and learning environment. 


"At the present time, the ad- 


ministration training will be the 
most valuable to me," said 
Hashim. "I'm most interested in 
learning the general policy 
regarding student discipline and 
some of the other university 
policies, such as teacher promo- 
tion and hiring practices." 


Student discipline previously 


has been a problem at the 
Afghanistan university, although 
it currently is not a major dif- 
ficulty, he said. 


Hashim will study sheep rumi- 


nant nutrition with Dr. Terry 
Klopfenstein, professor of 
animal science, "to improve the 
quality of animal feed in 
Afghanistan." 


He said the research will 


enable him to be promoted to 
full professor. 


Hashim already has done 


research during his seven years 
of schooling in the United States 


on the effect of nonprotein 
nitrogenous compounds in feed, 
on VFA production and on the 
effect of protein, energy and 
phosphorus in feed on wool 
goats and on follicular develop- 
ment. 


He received an M.S. in animal 


nutrition from the University of 
-Wyoming and a Ph.D. in rumi- 
nant nutrition from Colorado 
State University. 


His assignment as a backup in- 


structor in feeds and feeding 
classes at UNL will be his first 
teaching in the United States, 
Hashim said. He said he 
previously taught classes in 
nutrition, feeds and feeding, 
biochemistry and physiology in 
Afghanistan. 


"There is a lot of difference 


between schools in the United 
States and Afghanistan," he 
said. "Over there, we teach 
lower standard subjects and 
don't go into as much depth as 
here. We do research on what we 
can apply." 


Comparing American and 


Afghan students he said, "we 
have a few very good students 
(in Afghanistan), but because of 
economic conditions^ there is 
not a sufficient number of books 
nor enough good instructors in 
the high schools." 


Equipment 
used 
in 


Afghanistan schools is very 
limited, especially in high 
school, Hashim said. 


He said foreign educators face 


"a lot of difficulties" when first 
arming in this country, especial- 
ly in language and modern 
equipment use. 


"We often find a student is 


using a piece of equipment 
which we don't know how to 
operate," he said. "It takes 
about a year to become com- 
pletely acquainted with some of 
these things." 


Hashim, who arrived at UNL 


May 20, said Afghanistan's prin- 
cipal agricultural problem is 
providing sufficient food for its 
population, which emphasizes 
the need for increased food and 
livestock production. 


Ten years ago, he said there 


were food shortages in 
Afghanistan. But with the aid of 
the Ministry of Agriculture and 
fertilizer industry, Hashim said, 
the nation now provides suf- 
ficient food without importing. 


He said increasing irrigation is 


planned in Afghanistan since 
lack of water is agriculture's 
major foe in that area. He said 
average annual rainfall is 13 and 
one-half inches. 


Hasim said before becoming 


dean, be was head of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Science at Kabul 
University and spent two years 
on the Ministry of Agriculture's 
education board. He said his 
wife and five children will re- 
main in Afghanistan during his 
stay at UNL. 


Bomb-Slayer Brinlee Gives Up, 
Returns To Prison With Guard 


Canadian, Okla. (AP) - 


Notorious bomb-slayer Rex 
Brinlee Jr., tired, hungry and 
eaten up by chiggers, ventured 
into a small grocery store Sun- 
day and wound up surrendering 
to a prison guard he bumped 
into by chance. 


Brinlee, wearing a dirty T- 


shirt and jeans^ bought a soft 
drink and a bag of potato chips 
with a $1 bill before spotting and 
recognizing correctional officer 
C. A. Pearce. 


Brinlee's undramatic capture 


in Canadian, just 17 miles north 
of the prison he escaped from 
June 19, came a day after 
authorities had said they had no 
idea where he was hiding. They 
had speculated that the con- 
victed murderer might have fled 
the state. 


According to witnesses, 


Brinlee and Pearce spoke to 
each other in the store and then 
went outside, returning a lew 
minutes later to call authorities 
at McAkster State Prison. 


Thus ended a chapter in one of 


the biggest manhunts in 
Oklahoma history. It began nine 
days ago when seven inmates es- 
caped from the state prison. 


Five have DOW been captured, 


but two convicted killers were 
still at large Sunday afternoon. 


Robert Jones, owner of Jones1 


Grocery in Canadian, a resort 
town of about 200 on Lake 
Enfaola, said there "really 


wasn't much" to the surrender 
of Brinlee shortly after 11 a.m. 
Sunday. 


Jones, in a telephone inter- 


view, described Brinlee as "not 
having much of a beard" but 
wearing "a dirty T-shirt like he 
had* been hiding." 


"I thought I had seen him 


before, but it really didn't hit me 
at the time that it was Brinlee," 
said Jones. "I guess I had seen 
his pictures in the paper." 


Back at McAtester, warden 


Richard Crisp said Brinlee was 
returned to the prison at 12:40 
p.m. 


"The chiggers have got him 


pretty bad," Crisp said of the ro- 
tund Brinlee, the target of a 
nationwide manhunt in 1973 
after escaping during a prison 
riot He had been sent to prison 
on a life term after being con- 
victed of the bomb-slaying of 
Bristow, Okla., kindergarten 
teacher Fern Soloing. 


But in 1973, it took the FBI sis 


weeks before they captured 
Brinlee in Brian, Miss., where 
he was wonting as a plumber. 


Early last week, some state of- 


ficials had speculated that 
Brinlee was not only out of the 
state but out of the country. 


Frank Hagedorn, the state 


police officer who led the search 
for Brinlee in 1973, said be 
befieved Brinlee would go to 
Mexico and then to BranL 


Bat fee made it to Canadian 


and the chance meeting with 
Pearce. 


Warden Crisp said the two 


men recognized each other im- 
mediately and "Brinlee 
suggested they both walk outside 
and discuss the matter. They 
walked outside and in the con- 
versation Rex agreed that the 
proper course of action would be 
to turn himself over to Mr. 
Pearce..." 


Crisp said Brinlee told him he 


surrendered peaceably because 
"he did not want to create any 
problems for Mr. Pearce, who 
he has known for sometime. Mr. 
Pearce works in the hospital in- 
firmary at the prison and has 
known Rex for several years." 


With Brinlee back in custody, 


authorities continued to press 
their search for Edwin Jones 
and William Franklin, cousins 
who were convicted of killing a 
state trooper and park 
superintendent 


Officers were continuing to 


comb the foothills of the San 
Bois Mountains near Stigler, 
Okla., where two men believed 
to be Jones and Franklin, bom 
33, were seen fleeing a farm 
building Wednesday night 


Authorities sad the pair was 


believed to be armed with fans 
and ammunition, noting JZ rifle 
sbeus were found in the farm 
builds*.

Pres ident One Of Five 
Who Have Quit Sy s tem

D. B. Varner, who u nex p ectedly annou nced 
his resig nation as p resident of the Univ ersity of 
Neb rask a after nearly sev en y ears on the job , is 
the fifth top u niv ersity administrator to leav e in 
slig htly more than a y ear. 
Desp ite the tu rnov ers, Varner said in an in­ 
terv iew he think s the administrativ e-lev el 
chang es will su b side. 
Following a closed-door, ex ecu tiv e session, 
Varner Satu rday annou nced his decision to 
resig n, effectiv e no later than Jan. 1,197 7 , at the 
Board of Reg ents’ meeting in Lincoln. 
He said he will join the staff of the Univ ersity 
of Neb rask a Fou ndation as chairman of the b oard 
of directors and chief ex ecu tiv e officer. The ex act 
date for assu ming his new role will dep end on the 
choice of a su ccessor to Varner, b u t not later than 
Jan. 1. 
He said he was not resig ning b ecau se of dis­ 
content, b u t rather “from the conclu sion that I’v e 
lik ely made my b est contrib u tion to the u niv er­ 
sity .” 
Occa sio na l ‘Element Of Abuse’ 
Du ring an interv iew after the b oard meeting , 
Varner said b eing an administrator is ex citing , 
b u t at times administrators su ffer an “element of 
ab u se once in a while.” 
Su ch p ositions, he said, are p hy sically and 
emotionally demanding and tu rnov er is 
“healthy .” 
He said he made his decision to resig n “in the 
last few week s — with my family .” He said he 
was not leav ing for p ersonal or health reasons. 
“I hav e come to the conclu sion that the 
tenu re for the chief ex ecu tiv e of a u niv ersity 
sy stem is, of necessity , of shorter du ration than 
many u niv ersity p ositions,” he said. 
“It's time; we hav e it in p lace and it’s 
work ing ," Varner said of the u niv ersity sy stem." 
Wo uld Ha v e Ra nking 
In Janu ary 1977, Varner wou ld hav e serv ed 
the u niv ersity sev en y ears — mak ing him the 
second-rank ing U.S u niv ersity sy stem p resident 
in tenu re. 
Univ ersity officials, state leg islators, facu lty 
memb ers, the reg ents and Varner hav e in the p ast 
y ear said they hop ed the rap id tu rnov er in ad­ 
ministrators wou ld not affect the q u ality of 
edu cation at the u niv ersity . 
Varner said the tu rnov ers hav e not hu rt the 
u niv ersity , and one of his considerations in 
resig ning at p resent is that the Univ ersity is “in 
g ood shap e. ” 


Bu t Sen. Stev e Fowler of Lincoln said he was 
“shock ed” at Varner’s annou ncement and felt it 
“ u nfortu nate” Varner chose to resig n at a time of 
“hig h tu rnov er in the u niv ersity ’s administrativ e 
rank s.” 
Before Varner’s tenu re as p resident ends, the 
u niv ersity will lose Medical Center Chancellor 
Rob ert Sp ark s and Larry Brask amp , assistant to 
the Lincoln camp u s chancellor. 
Others Ha v e Resig ned 
They were p receded in the p ast y ear b y the 
resig nation of former Lincoln Chancellor James 
Zu mb erg e and Du ane Acher, Lincoln camp u s 
chancellor for the Institu te of Ag ricu ltu re and 
Natu ral Resou rces. 
Gov . J. James Ex on said he learned of 
Varner’s resig nation Friday . “I was v ery su r­ 
p rised to learn of his decision,” Ex on said, and 
was disap p ointed to see Varner step down. 
William Ersk ine, ex ecu tiv e v ice p resident for 
administration, said when he came to the u niv er­ 
sity 2 Mi y ears ag o from Colorado, Varner was one 
of the thing s that attracted him to the Lincoln 
camp u s. 
"It’s a disap p ointment he’s leav ing ," Ersk ine 
said. “He was a g reat p ortion of my indu cement 
to come here. The state of Neb rask a is losing 
almost a p erfect man from the u niv ersity — he 
fits lik e a g lov e.” 
Fo unda tio n Ma de Effo rts 
Ersk ine said few k new ab ou t Varner’s p lans 
u ntil Friday . 
Flav el Wrig ht, chairman of the NU 
Fou ndation’s b oard, said when it was learned 
that Varner had decided to resig n and was con­ 
sidering alternativ e p ositions ou tside the state, 
ev ery effort was made to p ersu ade him to join the 
NU Fou ndation and "p rov ide leadership for a 
major fu nd driv e now b eing considered.” 
Varner said he was su b mitting his resig nation 
"u nder the most p ositiv e circu mstances. It is not 
a matter of p ersonal health, it is not a matter of 
p ressu re from any sou rce, it is not a resu lt of dis­ 
ap p ointment nor fru stration. 
"It is simp ly that I b eliev e it is time to mak e 
this mov e,” he said, “and 1 do so with g ratitu de to 
the reg ents and the u niv ersity commu nity for 
these ex tremely p leasant y ears and with 
enthu siasm for a new op p ortu nity to serv e a u n­ 
iv ersity and the state.’’ 


A 16 -memb er search committee will b e 
called to look for Varner's su ccessor The com­ 
mittee is to retu rn with the names of fiv e to sev en 
candidates b y Oct. 1.

Can methods of research, 
teaching and administration 
u sed at the Univ ersity of 
Neb rask a Lincoln b e ap p lied at 
Kab u l Univ ersity in Afg hamstan, 
haifwav arou nd the g lob e? 
Dr Mohd Hashim, dean of the 
Kab u l Univ ersity Colleg e of 
Ag ricu ltu re, b eliev es it can. And 
he is sp ending a y ear with UNL 
animal scientists who share the 
b elief that k nowledg e g ained 
du ring his ex p erience can b e 
ap p lied in a different teaching 
and learning env ironment 
“At the p resent time, the ad­ 
ministration training will b e the 
most v alu ab le to me,” said 
Hashim. “I’m most interested in 
learning the g eneral p olicy 
reg arding stu dent discip line and 
some of the other u niv ersity 
p olicies, su ch as teacher p romo­ 
tion and hiring p ractices.” 
Stu dent discip line p rev iou sly 
has b een a p rob lem at the 
Afg hanistan u niv ersity , althou g h 
it cu rrently is not a major dif­ 
ficu lty , he said. 
Hashim will stu dy sheep ru mi­ 
nant nu trition with Dr. Teny 
K lop fenstein. p rofessor of 
animal science, "to imp rov e the 
q u ality of anim al feed in 
Afg hanistan." 
He said the research will 
enab le him to b e p romoted to 
fu ll p rofessor. 
Hashim already has done 
research du ring his sev en y ears 
of schooling in the Umted States 


on the effect of nonp rotein 
nitrog enou s comp ou nds in feed, 
on VFA p rodu ction and on the 
effect of p rotein, energ y and 
p hosp horu s in feed on wool 
g oats and on follicu lar dev elop ­ 
ment 
He receiv ed an M.S. in animal 
nu trition from the Univ ersity of 
Wy oming and a Ph.D. in ru mi­ 
nant nu trition from Colorado 
State Univ ersity . 
His assig nment as a b ack u p in­ 
stru ctor in feeds and feeding 
classes at UNL will b e his first 
teaching in the United States, 
Hashim said 
He said he 
p rev iou sly tau g ht classes in 
nu trition, feeds and feeding , 
b iochemistry and p hy siolog y in 
Afg hanistan 
"There is a lot of difference 
b etween schools in the Umted 
States and Afg hanistan,” he 
said. “Ov er there, we teach 
lower standard su b jects and 
don't g o into as mu ch dep th as 
here. We do research on what we 
can ap p ly .” 
Comp aring American and 
Afg han stu denLs he said, “we 
hav e a few v ery g ood stu denLs 
an Afg hanistan', b u t b ecau se of 
economic conditions, there is 
not a su fficient nu mb er of b ook s 
nor enou g h g ood instru ctors in 
the hig h schools." 
E q u ip m e nt 
u sed 
in 
Afg hanistan schools is v ery 
limited, esp ecially in hig h 
school, Hashim said. 


He said foreig n edu cators face 
“a lot of difficu lties’’ when first 
arriv ing in this cou ntry , esp ecial­ 
ly in lang u ag e and modern 
eq u ip ment u se. 
“We often find a stu dent is 
u sing a p iece of eq u ip ment 
which we don't k now how to 
op erate,” he said 
“It tak es 
ab ou t a y ear to b ecome com­ 
p letely acq u ainted with some of 
these thing s.” 
Hashim, who arriv ed at UNL 
May 20. said Afg hanistan's p rin­ 
cip al ag ricu ltu ral p rob lem is 
p rov iding su fficient food for its 
p op u lation, which emp hasizes 
the need for increased food and 
liv estock p rodu ction. 
Ten y ears ag o, he said there 
w e re food shorta g e s in 
Arg hamstan Bu t with the aid of 
the Ministry * of Ag ricu ltu re and 
fertilizer indu stry , Hashim said, 
the nation now p rov ides su f­ 
ficient food withou t imp orting 
He said increasing irrig ation is 
p lanned in Afg hanistan since 
lack of water is ag ricu ltu res 
major foe in that area He said 
av erag e annu al rainfall is 13 and 
one-half inches. 
Hasim said b efore b ecoming 
dean, he was head of the Dep art­ 
ment of Animal Science at Kab u l 
Univ ersity and sp ent two y ears 
on the Ministry of Ag ricu ltu re s 
edu cation b oard. He said his 
wife and fiv e children will re­ 
main in Afg hanistan du ring his 
stay at UNL.

C anadian, Ok la. (AP) — 
Notoriou s b omb -slay er Rex 
Brinlee Jr., tired, hu ng ry and 
eaten u p b y chig g ers, v entu red 
into a small g rocery store Su n­ 
day and wou nd u p su rrendering 
to a p nson g u ard he b u mp ed 
into b y chance. 


Brinlee, wearing a dirty T- 
shirt and jeans, b ou g ht a soft 
drink and a b ag of p otato chip s 
with a 11 b ill b efore sp otting and 
recog nizing correctional officer 
C. A. Pearce. 


Briniee’s u ndramatic cap tu re 
in Canadian, ju st 17 miles north 
of the p rison he escap ed from 
Ju ne 19, came a day after 
au thorities had said they had no 
idea where he was hiding They 
had sp ecu lated that the con­ 
v icted mu rderer mig ht hav e fled 
the state. 
According to w itnesses, 
Brinlee and Pearce sp ok e to 
each other in the store and then 
went ou tside, retu rning a few 
minu tes later to call au thorities 
at McAlester State Prison. 


Thu s ended a chap ter in one of 
the b ig g est m anhu nts in 
Ok lahoma history It b eg an nine 
day s ag o when sev en inmates es­ 
cap ed from the state p nson. 


Fiv e hav e now b een cap tu red, 
b u t two conv icted k illers were 
still at Urg e Su nday afternoon. 
Rob ert Jones, own« * o t Jones’ 
Gr eery in Canadian, a resort 
town of ab ou t 200 on Lak e 
Eu fau la, said there “really 


wasn't mu ch" to the su rrender and the 
of Brinlee shortly after 11 a.m. 
Pearce. 
Su nday . 


Jones, in a telep hone inter­ 
v iew. desonb ed Brinlee as "not 
hav ing mu ch of a b eard” b u t 
wearing “a dirty T-shirt lik e he 
had b een hiding .” 


“I thou g ht I had seen him 
b efore, b u t it really didn’t hit me 
at the time that it was Brinlee,” 
said Jones. "I g u ess I had seen 
his p ictu res in the p ap er." 
Back at McAlester. warden 
Richard Crisp said Brinlee was 
retu rned to the p nson at 12:4 0 
p .m. 


"The chig g ers hav e g ot him 
p retty b ad, ” Crisp said of the ro­ 
tu nd Brinlee, the targ et of a 
nationwide manhu nt in 197 3 
after escap ing du ring a p nson 
riot He had b een sent to p rison 
on a life term after b eing con­ 
v icted of the b omb -slay ing of 
Bristow, Ok la . k inderg arten 
teacher Fern Bolding . 


Bu t in 197 3, it took the FBI six 
week s b efore they cap tu red 
Brinlee in Bilox i, Miss., where 
he was work ing as a p lu mb er. 
Early last week , some state of­ 
ficials had sp ecu lated that 
Bnnlee was not only ou t of the 
state b u t ou t of the cou ntry . 


Frank Hag edorn, the state 
p olice officer who led the search 
for Bnnlee in 197 3, said he 
b eliev ed Bnnlee wou ld g o to 
Mex ico and then to Brazil 
Bu t he made it to Canadian 


chance meeting with 


Warden Crisp said the two 
men recog nized each other im­ 
m e d ia te ly and “ B rinlee 
su g g ested they * b oth walk ou tside 
and discu ss the matter They 
walk ed ou tside and m the con­ 
v ersation Rex ag reed that the 
p rop er cou rse of action wou ld b e 
to tu rn himself ov er to Mr. 
Pearce . . 


Crisp said Brinlee told him he 
su rrendered p eaceab ly b ecau se 
"he did not want to create any 
p rob lems for Mr. Pearce, who 
he has k nown for sometime. Mr. 
Pearce work s in the hosp ital in­ 
firmary at the p rison and has 
k nown Rex for sev eral y ears.” 


With Brinlee b ack in cu stody , 
au thorities continu ed to p ress 
their search for Edwin Jones 
and William Frank lin, cou sins 
who were conv icted of k illing a 
s ta te tro o p e r and p a rk 
su p erintendent. 


Officers were continu ing to 
comb the foothills of the San 
Bois Mou ntains near Stag ier, 
Ok la , where two men b eliev ed 
to b e Jones ami Frank lin, b oth 
33, were seen fleeing a farm 
b u ilding Wednesday nig ht. 


Au thorities said the p air was 
b eliev ed to b e armed with g u ns 
and ammu nition, noting .22 nfie 
shells were iou nd m the farm 
b u ilding .

One ailing p asseng er, b eliev ed 
to b e a British woman, was freed 
in Beng hazi, Lib y a, while 
French and Sy rian officials 
neg otiated for sev eral hou rs with 


the hijack ers and the p lane took 
on a fu ll load of fu el. 


A Palestinian g u errilla g rou p 
told a Sy rian news ag ency in 
Damascu s that its memb ers had 
p u lled the hijack ing . 


Shortly after 3 p .m. CDT the 
p lane left Beng hazi and landed 
at Enteb b e at 8:25 p .m. CDT. A 
fu ll load of fu el wou ld last only 
six hou rs, Air France officials 
said.
